He wanted 
his appearance before the Grand Jury 
to go over for a day or two, but Mr. | 
Groechl strenuously objected to any 
further delay. 

Then followed a long argument 
which it appeared that Sipp was suffering

New York police, and that he had re- 
ceived $1,000, less $300 commission! re- 
tained by the kindly hand 
the money to him, to pay his expenses to 
some place where Grand Juries 
not reach him.

WON'T SEE OFFICE-SEEKERS. 


Belief That Wilson Will Follow 
Cleveland Rule with Job-Hunters. 
Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—Some Sena- 
tors say they have information that Pres- 
ident-elect Wilson has modified in some 
important particulars his original state- 
ment that the policy of the ‘‘ open door” 


will be followed at the White House after 
he becomes President. They assert that 
the new President will not deal with job- 
hunters in person, and has urged Sena- 
tors and Representatives not to give let- 
ters of introduction to men who are anx- 
ious to be on the Federal payroll. 

The President-elect has received a copy 
of a letter bearing on this question that 
was written by President Cleveland on 
May 8, 1893, a bare two months after the 
beginning of Mr. Cleveland’s second term 
as President. This is what Mr. Cleveland 
wrote: 

Tt has become apparent, after two months’ 
experience, that the rules heretofore pro- 
mulgated regulating interviews with the 
President have wholly failed in thelr op- 
eration. The time which under these rules 

was set apart for the reception of Senators 
and Representatives has been almost en- 
tirely spent .in listening to applications for 
office which have been bewildering in vol- 
ume, perplexing and exhausting in their 
iteration, and impossible of remembrance. A 
due regard for public duty, which must be 
neglected if present conditions continue, and 
an observance of the limitations placed upon 
human endurance oblige me to decline from 
and after this date all personal interviews 
with those seeking appointment to office, ex- 
cept as I on my own motion may especially 
invite them. The same considerations make 
it impossible for me to receive those who 
merely desire to pay their respects except 
on the days and during the hours especially 
designated for that purpose. 

T earnestly request Senators and Repre- 
sentatives to aid me in securing for them 
uninterrupted interviews by declining to tn- 
troduce their constituents and friends when 
visiting .the Executive Mansion during the 
hours designated for their reception. <Ap- 
plicants for office will only prejudice their 
prospects by repeated importunity and by 
remaining in Washington to await results.

CHICAGO, IIL, Jan. 14.—Jack Johnson, 
the negro pugilist, his white wife, for- 
merly Lucille Cameron. and his valet 
were forcibly removed to-day by United 
States Marshals at Battle Creek, Mich., 
from a Grand Trunk Railway train bound 
for Toronto, Canada, for which point 


Johnson and his wife had purchased 
tickets. Johnson, at the time of his ar- 
rest, was at liberty on ball of $30,000. 
He was taken into custody some weeks 
ago on charges of violating provisions of 
the Mann White Slave law. His chief 
surety was Matthew Baldwin, a real es- 
tate dealer. Mrs. Tiny Johnson, his 
mother, was also one of the sureties on 
the bond. Permission to give bail was 
granted only after a prolonged contest, 
Johnson remaining in the County Jail 
while his attorneys fought to free him. 

Mr. Baldwin agreed to become John- 
son’s bondsman on the condition that a 
detective follow Johnson wherever he 
went, the expenses to be paid by the 
negro,

This is the question which con- 
fron in this case and which by reason 
of the attitude of the parties I am compelled 
to decide. ‘The plaintiff, a man of moderate 
means, has brought his mother, a widow, 
into his home to provide for her. Some cif- 
ferences having arisen between the mother 
and wife, the latter has left, and expresses 
her intention and desire not again to return 
so long as the husband's mother is in the 
house, unless compelled to do so by the law 
of this State. She is very desirous of living 
with her husband and has effered to return 
when his mother leaves. 

While the law does not compel the son to 
support his mother in his home, yet it rec- 
ognizes his privilege so to do if circumstances 
make it necessary. The plaintiff in this case 
has not sufficient income to maintain two 
homes, and the mother has not the means or 
ability to support herself, Under these con- 

- ditions he is justified in providing a place 
for her in his own home, provided she rec- 
ognizes that place and keeps it. 

Thus she can have no say whatever re- 
garding the management and control of the 
home; this belongs to the wife, and if the 
husband’s mother makes discord where there 
should be harmony, interferes with the wife’s 
contro] and management, even at the re- 
quest of her son, or by her own improper 
conduct and thoughtless language makes the 
home unpleasant and distressing to the ,de- 
fendant, then the wife would be justified In

I have worked as a chiJd in one of 
these tomato and corn packing houses, and 
have done every branch of the work from the 
gathering of the fruit to the labeling of tha 
j}cans. I have visited many houses other than 
' the one in which I worked, which was owned 
| and operated by my father, but never have I 
seen or heard of any such conditions as de- 
Scribed by the witnesses before the House 
tules Committee, nor have I ever had any 
| knowledge or experience of people being under- 
paid. There was not a child over 12 years 
of age, or any adult, who could not make $i 
per day. twelve hours constituting a day. 
Only in the rush part of the season did ths 
house run more than four days per week; the 
night work was seldom done. Waste and tired 
workers made it unprofitable.

MME. CLARA BUTT’S RECITAL. 


Hoarseness Prevents Kennerly Rum- 
ford from Appearing with Her. 


It was the New York climate and its 
recent unseasonableness, presumably, that 
interfered so seriously with the plans for 
the song recital to be given yesterday aft- 
ernoon by Mme. Clara Butt and her hus- 
band, Mr. Kennerley Rumford. A placard 
at the door and a notice on the sheet of 
words announced to the audience that 
Mr. Rumford was suffering from severe 
hoarseness, and that in his place on the 
programme Mr. Gaston Déthier, who by 
this time is a New York rather than a 
Beigian violinist, would play. 

Mme. Clara Butt’s programme, in which 
the nicest taste in selection and grouping 
was not shown, gave a generous offering 
of songs in a large variety of styles, from 
Italian operatic uirs by Handel to songs 
by Schubert, Schumann, and living French 
and English composers. The English con- 
tralto’s voice was at its height in volume, 
pewer, and richness of quality. It is 
seidom that a contralto voice so true to 


the real contralto type in quality and 
timbre, as well as in range, is to be heard. 
It is likewise a voice of great beauty when | 
it is heard at its best; which, unfortu- | 
nately, Mme. Butt does not always per- 
mit, In consequence of certain peculiari- 
ties of her tonal productions, which have 
already been dwelt upon sufficiently; hec 
Gcccasional forcing, and some resultant| 
throatiness of quality. These are blem-|! 
ishes upon one of the most remarkable | 
organs of the present day. But the large 
and expectant audience that gathered to 
hear her found much to delight and to 
ainaze them in her singing. 

In the Italian airs trom ‘estaba 
‘‘Sosarme,’’ ‘‘Rendi ‘1 Sereno,’ and} 
“Alessandro,’’ ‘* Lusinghe piu care,’’ her | 
singing of the airs themselves was, for | 
the most part, better than her declama- | 
tion of the recitatives so far as concerned | 
purity of tone, and the “divisions” of 
the second air were sometimes faulty in| 
her failure to mainiain a pure quality 
of tone in them throughout. There was, 
nevertheless, a sense of dramatic power 
and sweep in these interpretations that 
took the listeners captive. ‘‘ Der Nuss- 
baum’’ of Schumann would hardly ap- 
pear to be an appropriate song tor Mme. 
Butt’s style, but her singing of it had, 
perhaps, some unexpected merits in con- 
veying its spirit. More in her line were 
Schubert’s ‘Die Allmacht,”’ in which all 


{her power and depth of tone were ex- 


pended, and “Der Wanderer,” also pow- 
erful and deep, which she added in re- 
sponse to enthusiastic applause. She 
hardly succeeded in presenting convinc- 
ingly the simplicity and naiveté of the 
Breton folk song ‘‘L’Angelus”’ in Bour- 
gault-Ducoudray’s arrangement, nor quite 
all the subtle suggestion and charm of 
Debussy’s ‘‘ Mandoline.’”’ The _ recitative 
and air from his cantata, ‘ L’Enfant 
Prodigue,”’ she sang with great dramatic 
fervor and outpouring of voice. English 
songs by Graham Peel, Loughborough, 
and Franco Leoni closed her list. In all 
of them, and in a}l the four languages 
which she used, the clearness of her dic- 
tion was a notable feature of her singing. 

Disappointment at the absence of Mr. 
Kenneriey Rumford was assuaged as far 
as might be by the artistic, sincere, and 
self-possessed playing of Mr. Déthier, 
whose contributions to the programme 
were a suite by Sinding, the adagio from 
Brahm’s D minor violin sonato, Kreis- 
ler’s arrangement of a prelude and air 
by Pugnani, which brought him a s5um- 
mons for an additional number, and a 
Spanish dance by Sarasate, 


THE KNEISEL QUARTET. 


Brahms, Loeffler, and Grieg Played 
at the Third Concert. 


Mr. Kneisel’s programme for the third 
concert of his quartet last evening was 
in the modern vein, but not the aggres- 
sively modern that sometimes causes 
darkened brows and gloomy thoughts 
and regretful sighs, when he preaches 
the evangel of the new and wholly un- 
familiar. Brahms’s quartet in C minor, 
which has repeatedly figured on Mr. 
Kneisel’s programmes, has not lost any 
of its freshness or power, nor any of its 
characteristic originality. It could be 
only Brahms. Some have found it stern 
and forbidding music, or at least the first 
and last movements. They do not seem 
so as the Kneisel Quartet plays them; 
they seem vigorous, even drastic, strong, 
masculine music; and yet even these 
‘corner movements,” as the Germans 
call them, are breathed upon by the ro- 
mantic spirit that penetrates so deeply 
into the Romanze and the Allegretto. 
And Mr. Knetsel plays this music with 
authority. He knows, and can say of his 
interpretations, 60 Brahms has_ heard It 
and so he wished it—for, there 


He can say the same, too, of Charles 
Martin Loeffler’s quintet in F major, 
was the second number on_ the 
programme. He has played it in New 
York before, but not since 1902. lt dates 
at least as far back as 1895. It is, in 
fact, ‘‘early Loeffler.’ There are few 
composers of reai stuff who do not show 
by their growth in art differences in 
style. Mr. Loeffler at this period had 
not listened to the siren notes of tho 
whole tone scale, and his harmonies and 
harmonic progressions in this composition 
inflict no torture now, even upon ears 
that lag a little behind the advance 
guard. What he had listened to, to good 
purpose, were the folk songs ot Russia, 
and many if not most of the themes 
in this quintet are derived from that 
source. They are full of an individual 


| flavor and beauty of their own, and Mr. 


Loeffler’s use of them has been skillful 
and imaginative. He has used them as 
thematic material out of which he has, 
by the workings of a creative and by a 
true development, and artistically sensi- 
tive mind produced mustc that pro- 
foundly impresses through its beauty and 
originality. It is singular in form, for 
there is but one movement, in which the 
composer has sale all he has to Ssay. 
He has employed the unusuai combina- 
tion of three violins, viola, and violon- 
cello, and has produced a rich tonal 
fabric, something of remarkable sonority 
and varied tonal coloring, and pecullarly 
apt in the expression of his musical 


i thought.

If Rivers had cut out such a pace ear- 
lier there is little doubt of his being 
turned the winner. At the same time 
is next to impossible for any boxer 
follow such a pace for a much longer 
time. That final bell was the most wel- 
come noise Leachie had heard in some 
time. 

Physically, Rivers seemed to have the 
advantage over the New York boy. 
lacked about two inches of Cross’s height, 
but he was not lacking in the matter of 
reach. Cross showed that he is a legiti- 
mate 1338-pounder by going below this 
mark and putting up the greatest bout in 
his career. Both boys had posted for- 
feits of $1,000 to make 133 pounds at 9:45 
o'clock, and each scaled a few ounces 
above 182 pounds. 

At long range Cross excelled the Mexi- 
can, but as soon as they came to 
quarters Leach sank far into the 
ground. Rivers relied on his 
punches to the body, and whenever the 
boys came into a clinch Cross’s business 
consisted principally in keeping those 
triphammer arms from doing any damage. 
He succeeded quite well, 
take a few punches 
which hurt him. 

Cross scored the only knockdown of; 
the bout, but both boys hit the floor in 
the closing rounds as the result of their 
cveranxiousness to land a telling punch. 
The knockdown came in the second round, | 
and for a time it seemed as if the Mexi-! 
can was due to take his place among 
Cross's long list of knockout victims. As 
the boys came to the centre of the ring 
after the bell sounded Cross sent in a 
terrific hook to the Mexican’s face, which 
jarred Joe all the way to the floor. Be-j; 
fore Rivers had fairly settled on his feet | 
Cross whipped over another and it landed; 
flush on River’s right cheek. The Mexi- 
can went down like a shot, and he took 
the count of four before getting up. Cross 
tore after him in an effort to follow up 
this advantage, but Rivers covered well 
and weathered the storm safely. 

Rivers encountered another stormy ses- 
sion in the eighth round, and again 
seemed to be on a fair way to that ten- 
second or longer snooze, but his wonder- , 
ful strength again pulled him throygh 
safely. He was not floored in this retind, !

sarily imposed upon the reciprocal fair- | 


ness that should exist between buyers 
and sellers of commodities is a direct 
violation of the good order and safety of 
business, the National Association of 
Credit Men has issued the following bul- 
letin from the association’s headquarters 
at 41 Park Row. 

“One of the most common causes of 
strain is that imposed by buyers in de- 


| aucting, at the time of settlement, dis- 


counts directly violating sales terms, and, 
through such deductions, reading into 
the sale contract concessions that were 
neither agreed upon nor considered at the 
time orders were placed. 

“Such practice cannot be justified by 
apology or explanation; it has been con- 
doned through the pressure of competi- 


tion and allowed to increase through neg- 
lect. Every violation, however, disturbs 
the good order of business, and suggests 
and, in some instances, is deemed jus- 
tifiable grounds for, reciprocal unfairness. 
It is commercial blindness to presume 
that the unwarranted may be indulged 
in by one party alone to a contract, or 
that ope unfair act may not suggest an- 
other. 

‘Beyond Goubt a direct violation of the 
good order of business by taking unjust 
discounts is quite unintended. Perhaps 
such acts are deemed perfectly fair and 
justifiable in sales transactions; but, if 
it is the custom of the purchasing house 
to’ remit on certain dates, deducting on 
{ts settlement days discounts which ma- 
tured earlier, such custom should be ex- 
plained at the time of purchase and the 
sales terms. definitely adjusted--if the 
selling house is willing to make con- 
cessions. ‘ 

“Or, as frequently occurs, a shipment 
{s in transit beyond the discount period. 
It may not apnpe to be good business to 
remit for goods when in transit, but it 
the purchasing house is the reciptent of 
the confidence of the_ Sselli house 
through the execution of the order and 
the delivery of the goods upon the agreed 
terms, there is no good reason why re- 
ciprocal confidence should not be granted 
by the buying house in the belief that any 
error in execution of the order will be 
promptly corrected and any freight al- 
lowance given in the sale agreement 
properly adusted, especially as the ship- 
ment is usually the property of the pur- 
chasing house upon being delivered to 
the common carrier. 

“There is no justification tn varying 
discount terms on the ground that the 
time of shipment exceeded the discount 
period. If the purchasing house has made 
it a custom not to remit for invoices until 
goods are received and properly checked, 
this custom should be made clear at the 
time of purchase and either be concurred 
in or declined by the selling house. 

“It is the indulgence in little annoy- 
ances that creates, eventually, the great- 
est disorders. We earnestly believe that

Confusion in Copper Trade. 


Although Monday’s reduction in the 
price of copper was not followed by any 
further break in the quotations made by 
the big dealers yesterday, the situation 
did not clear perceptibly, and the Ameri- 
can purchasers still showed a disposi- 
tion to withhold their orders until they 
could be certain that prices were near 
the bottom. The battle ground between 
the copper agencies is at London, 
American Smelting and Refining | 
Company, Dodge & Co., and the} 
United Metals Selling Company are said 
to be holding out for 17% cents a pound, 
although other smaller agencies are tak- 
ing orders at less than that figure. It 
was predicted yesterday that electrolytic 
copper would sell in this market at 16%, 
or possibly as low as 16 cents, as against 
the price of 17% which was being ob- 
tained by the larger dealers until this 
week. With that possibility in view, it 
is not strange, perhaps, that consumers 
less willing to meet their needs 
with metal at 174 or 17 cents a pound 
than they were a few days ago, when 
copper could not be bought in large 
less than 17%. The copper 
market has gone back to the competitive 
conditions which prevailed before an 
agreement to hold out for a uniform 
price was reached last June.
